Gettysburg PA, May 19, 1999 — The FCC has set aside 14 
recertly grarted dub sation all sgns ard 12 recently grarted 
dub varity aall agrs held by an individual trustee. The FCC's Riley 
Hollingsworth, KAZDH, took the action May 11 ina letter to 
Motoaki Uotorre, W9BO, of Honolulu, Hawaii. Uotorre is the trustee 
for 35 dub dation all ggns in various cities in the cortinental US as 
Well as in Hawaii, the Mariana Idandss, Guam ard Alaska. 


The adion is the first of several the Hollingsworth said he expects to 
take, and it coud have implications for other holders of multiple 
dub dation all sgns. "They'd better have legitirrate dubs or 
they're coring back to us" Hollingsworth told the ARRL today. 
"We're getting a lot of complairts that people are scarfing up 
these call signs." Hollingsworth said the FCC is not concerned about 
a Single dub dation all sgn used by a dub or a DX or cortesting 
group, but he emphasized that the FCC will not tolerate abuse of 
the system He indicated sinilar letters soon woud go out to other 
licensees who serve as trustees for multiple dub station call sgns 


Hollingsworth told Uotorre that the FCC was setting aside 14 alll 
sors grarted within the last 30 days "purstart to §1.113 of the 
Conmnission's rules." In addition, Hollingsworth said the FCC was 
setting aside 12 varity call Sgns issued to Uotore in the last 30 
days Several dub dation all signs grarted for nore than 30 
days will remain in the FCC database for now, but Hollingsworth 
asked Uotorre to "provide justification within 30 days as to the 
need for each of these call sgns" Hollingsworth said that he warts 
to know rarves addresses, ard telephone nurbers of duo 
rrembers, rreeting tires and dates within the past year, proposed 
rreeting tires ard locations within the corning year, ard copies of 
minutes, if any, taken at rreetings within the last three rorths 
Hollingsworth said the FCC irtends to cancel all of the listed aall 
ggns if Uotorre does not "satisfactorily resoond" to hisingury within 
30 days. He also warned that any willfu misrepresertation or 
deliberate omission in replying woud lead to revocation of 
Uotorre's Amateur Radio license.

Instead, | 
woud suggest picking one of the existing “available” blocks and 
splitting it uo amongst the uder-popuUated or un-rranned Pacific 
possessions. The split woud be based on the first letter of the Prefix.

Orce adopted, this change woud make idertifying these idands on 
the air quick & easy, and woud free up the 4 & 5 blocks for other 
use.

However: This charge, if adopted, woud only address the synptom 
not the problem There isa good reason why there are ro Clas A 
calls available in GUam& the Mariara Idands, most are held by non 
US amateurs who have passed the Extra exam but do not redde on 
these idands if they ever did; or are held as “dub“ callsgns by “dubs‘ 
that may not exist or are located thousards of niles away. 


They are consdered “trophy” or “varity” calls by these arrateus, 
whoo may not have been able to obtain desrable calls at “horre. It 
has been alleged that many use mail drops, friends horres (even if the 
friends have long since sold the horves & moved away) or invalid 
addresses to skirt FCC rules 


Sorre of the very adive contest stations fromthese locations the last 
few years have consisted of non-US amateurs wn fly in for the 
weekend, activate their varity aall froma hotel, and fly out after the 
cortest vacation is over. This is not a new practice — and US 
amateur are just as guilty (take a good look at the assgnrerts of a 
lot of Caribbean cortest calls), though not to this degree. 


Making rore Class A calls available does not necessarily trandate to 
those calls going to local arrateurs it may just rake nore available 
to be sapped up by vistors and phony “dubs*. 


Can the FCC linit the Class A call assgnrerts to local resderts? If 
they try, will the re hold up to the inevitable court challenge? Can 
they keep it free of loopholes? Can and/or shoud they try to ferret 
out irproperly held Class A alls and evertually retum themto the 
pool of available calls? Good questions, and | have no arswers. But 
this problemsnoud be addressed & all parties satisfied prior to 
blindly opening up nore calls for the taking.
